Your  “Jazz  is  Here  to  Stay’ 
inferences  (Ed.  Note:  Editorial 
“Jazz  to  Stay”  Jan.  28  Universe) 
call  for  some  clarifying  facts  and 
comments: 

1.  Inference:  BYU  music 
faculty  should  have  attended 
the  Jazz  festival. 

It  was  no  one’s  obligation  to 
attend  the  jazz  show  who  did 
not  do  so  out  of  sheer  urge  for 
entertainment  of  an  evening  of 
popular  music.  Nor  should  any- 
one have  attended  the  Frances- 
catti  concert  who  was  not  seek- 
ing the  pleasurable  experience 
of  his  art. 

As  it  often  happens  in  BYU’s 
competitive  night  life,  attract- 
ions such  as  Orchesis  Concert 
and  the  Jazz  Festival  must  share 
the  same  evening.  Were  some 
of  us  not  present  at  one,  our  in- 
terest would  take  us  to  the  other. 

2.  Inference:  BYl)  faculty 
disparages  jazz  as  “illegiti- 
mate.” 

This  presupposes  a dichotomy 
of  jazz  vs.  “classical”  music, 
which  if  it  existed  a generation 
ago  is  meaningless  in  the  ex- 
pression of  such  musicians  as 
Bernstein,  Copland,  Gershwin, 
Stravinsky,  Macero,  Sauter  and 
others.

Korean  Students  Report 
Of  Homeland  Hardships

Brigham  Young  University  is 
noted  for  its  cosmopolitan  stu- 
dentbody.  Students  hailing  from 
almost  every  state  in  the  Union 
and  from  the  far  comers  of  the 
earth  study  and  play  together 
in  an  atmosphere  conducive  to 
personal  understanding  and  de- 
velopment. 

Take  for  instance  the  story  of 
Youn  Wol  Chi  and  Jai  Bong  Ro 
from  Korea.  Both  of  these  stu- 
dents can  tell  tales  of  hardship 
under  North  Communist  Korean 
domination  — experiences  which 
to  the  majority  of  American- 
born  students  would  seem  al- 
most fantastic. 

BOTH  Youn  and  Jai  are  grad- 
uate students  in  political  science 
and  both  come  from  the  capital 
of  South  Korea,  Seoul. 

Youn  received  her  bachelors 
degree  at  BYU  and  plans  to 
work  for  the  South  Korean  gov- 
ernment. She  joined  the  LDS 
Church  in  Korea  after  studying 
“English”  from  servicemen  who 
used  the  Book  of  Mormon  as  a 
text. 

During  the  Korean  war, 
Youn’s  two  brothers  were  hid- 
den underground  (literally)  to 
prevent  them  from  being  re- 
cruited by  North  Korean  troops. 
“Their  hair  was  just  like  that  of 
girls  when  United  Nations  troops 
finally  liberated  Seoul,”  says 
Youn. 

YOUN’S  HOME  was  half  burn- 
ed and  she  was  in  Seoul  when 
most  of  the  city  was  on  fire  dur- 
ing the  retreat  of  the  North  Kor- 
eans. “At  one  time  we  were  so 
desperate  for  food  that  we  lived 
on  a sack  of  stolen  rice  which 
we  had  managed  to  buy,”  says 
Youn. 

Jai,  a graduate  of  Seoul  Uni- 
versity, has  been  in  the  United 
States  six  months.  Like  Youn,  he 


plans  to  return  to  Korea  and 
obtain  a job  with  the  govern- 
ment. 

HE  EXPERIENCED  an  excit- 
ing escape  from  a Communist 
concentration  camp  during  the 
was  and  had  to  travel  on  foot  to 
Pusan  in  the  south  of  the  pen- 
insula. With  the  help  of  many 
compatriots  he  made  the  journey 
in  two  weeks. 

How  does  America  appeal  to 
this  young  couple?  Jai  sums  it 
up  this  way  “The  scientific  as- 
pect of  American  culture  is  the 
thing  that  impresses  me  most; 
but  it  seems  that  young  people 
lack  the  philosophical  concep- 
tion of  love  common  to  Oriental 
people.”
